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New  Haven  High  School 
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The  history  of  the  New  Haven  Public  Schools  dates  back  to  the  Civil  War 
Days,  and  the  school  system  is  the  second  oldest  in  Allen  County. 

The  first  New  Haven  Public  School  was  located  in  town  and  was  built  dur¬ 
ing  the  Civil  War.  In  1923  it  was  sold  and  the  new  school  was  built  on  its  present 
site.  The  three  acres  of  land  on  which  the  new  high  school  was  built  were  donated 
to  the  school  by  Ed  and  Edith  Schnelker.  The  high  school  was  completed  in  1923 
and  the  first  class  graduated  in  the  spring  of  1924. 

In  1935  the  five  acres  where  the  grade  school  and  teachers’  parking  lot  is 
now,  and  the  five  acres  on  which  the  gym  and  student  parking  lot  is  located  were 
acquired.  The  gym  was  used  for  the  first  time  in  the  1937-38  school  year. 
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The  new  grade  school  building  was  finished  in  1950  and  occupied  that  fall. 


As  the  town  and  surrounding  areas  of  New  Hav^en  grow  the  attendance  in 
school  grows  also.  In  order  to  eliminate  over-crowded  class  rooms,  a  new  school  is 
being  built  in  Anthony  Wayne  Village.  This  school  is  a  four  year  project  and  when 
completed  will  accommodate  grades  kindergarten  to  eight,  a  gym,  cafeteria,  and 
offices.  By  spring  of  1953  the  nine  classrooms  for  grades  kindergarten  through  six 
will  be  finished,  and  will  be  occupied  in  the  fall  of  1953.
